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PLAZA PLANS WILL 
COME UP TODAY 


Committee from Council and 
the Chamber of Commerce 
Will Meet at City Hall at 
11 O’Clock Today. 


Preliminary plang for Atlanta’s new 
$1,500,000 plaza project will be _ dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the committees 
of council and the chamber of com- 
merce at city hall at 11 o'clock Tues- 


day morning. 

Suggestions which were offered at a 
recent meeting at the chamber of com- 
merce wiN be considered from every 
angle. The committee will invite plans 
for the contemplated improvement, and 
when all the data is compiled the com- 
mittee will ask for a hearing before 
the Western and Atlantic commission 
of the Georgia legislature, 

It is the aim of the committee to ask 
the commission’s advice as to what 
sort of proposition is most likely to 
meet with the approval of the general 
law-making body. 

The plaza committee is composed of 
W. A. Wimbish, John W. Grant, Cap- 
tain R. M. Clayton, Alderman John S. 
Candler, Councilman Claude L. Ash- 
ley and Alderman C. H. Kelly. Mayor 
Woodward and President Wilmer L. 
Moore, of the chamber of commerce, 
are ex-officio members of the commit- 
tee. 

To Cover Unsightly Stretch, 

It is the aim of the city counci] and 
the chamber of cOmmerce to devise 
some plan by which a plaza can be 
built to cover the unsightly stretch ex. 
tending from Washington street to the 
terminus of Alabama, The stretch is 
what is known as the Western and At- 
lantic railroad tracks and the old 
Union passenger station, 

It has been estimated that the pro- 
ject will cost the city in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500,000. 

Construction Chief R. M. Clayton has 
already made sketches of the track 
elevations, and the new viaducts to 
span Whitehall, Broad and Forsyth 
streets. The bridges comprise the 
greater part of the expense of the im- 
provement. According to the engin- 
eering department, the work will ne- 
cessitate the erection of two additional 
Viaducts east of Central avenue, 

Mayor Woodward's scheme is for the 
city to go before the legislature and 
urge the improvement, and at the same 


time outline the various schemes sub- 
mitted. 

The most important move will be the 
financing of the project. Mayor Wood- 
ward says that the lessees of the West- 
ern and Atlantic will, he understands, 
agree to pay the state an annual rental 
of $65,000 per month for the state road 
if the legislature will agree to renew 
the present lease for a period of fifty 
years. The state receives $35,000 a 
month for the property at the present 
time, and the excess rental of $30,000 
per month for a period of six years 
will create a fund of $1,800,000 which 
can be used for the improvement. 


Educational Fund, 

At the same time the present rental 
of $35,000 per month Can be put to the 
educational fund as provided for in the 
deed under which the state acquired 
the property. ¢ 

The committee will endeavor to de- 
cide on one plan, and will concentrate 
all its efforts thefeon.

Mexico City, October 27.—There is 
nce indication tonight as to what has 
been the result of the elections. The 
hope is held out that the “ayuntami- 
ento,”” a body resembling in some all 
degree a board of aldermen, will Have 
prepared its report for the federal dis- 
trict by the end of the week. 

F'rom the experience of the last pres- 
idential election, when the means of 
conmymunication was much better and 
the country was more nearly in a 
state of peace, it is regarded as too 
much to expect that the results 
througihout the country will be learn- 
cd before the expiration of several 
weeks. 

At the headquarters of the Felix 
Diaz party no headway has been made 
to ascertain the strength of that par- 
tyr’s vote. The Catholics have prom- 
ised an early statement estimating the 
vcte for Frederico Gamboa in the fed- 
eral district. 

Afraid to Go te Polla. 

Reluctance to go to the polls was 
general. Besides a lack of. experience 
in such affairs, there was said to be 
generally felt a fear that some evil 
colsequences would follow should the 
voter choose a losing candidate. 

Less than 7 per eent of the regis- 
tered voters cast « ballot at Ensenada 
Ae Todos Santos, I.ower California. Of 
this a large part was composed of sol- 
diers. The vote was practically unan- 
imcus for Huerta and Blanquet. 

The Mexican mirister of interior, 
Manuel Garza Aldarpe, was asked today 
if the few votes cast in the presiden- 
tial election Sunday in Mexico City 
might be taken as an indication of 
how much voting had been done else- 
where in the republic, and if, in view 
of the small numoer of votes cast, the 
election would be declared null by con- 
gress. 

Point to Decide Legality. 


The minister replied that the point 
which will decide the legality of the 
elections apart from the absence of 
fraud will not be whether a majority 
of the voters in each electoral district 
voted it being immaterial, for instance, 
if only ten thousand people in this 
capital cast their ballots. 

“The essential thing,” Senor Aldape 
explained, “is that the returns come 
in from a majority of the electoral] 
Cistricts and that the elections held 
there have been fuir, even though only 
a small proportion of the voters may 
have availed themselves of the privi- 
lege of voting.” 

With regard to the vote for Pro- 
vVisional President Huerta and Minis- 
ter of War Blanquet, he said: 

“I have no news of any great num- 
ber of votes having been cast for 
Hiuerta and Blanquet. Those which 
may have been cast for Huerta will ba 
thrown out as illegal on the ground of

Ala., October 27.—While 
avoiding any mention specifically of 
México, or any European influence 
connected with the Mexican situation, 
President Woodrow Wilson delivered a 
speech here today which appeared to 
be freighted with -significanse which 
served to point w further directness 
the policy of e United States not.

Central and South American repub- 
lies. 

Mr. Wilson spoke before the South- 
ern Commercial congress and the big 
audience hich heard him constantly 
was pes. with cheers and applause. 
The president, smilingly, tock his 
hearers into his confidetce when he 
explained he must speak “with mod- 
eration and without indiscretion.” 

A sevre of South American and Latin- 
American diplomats sat just behind the 
president while he spoke and many of 
his remarks were addressed in con- 
versational tones to them. There- were 
those in the audience who thought tne 
president might take advantage of the 
opportunity afforded by his speech 
here to say something regarding the 
Mexican crisis. Mr. Wilson, however, 
spoke only in general terms, but many 
of his sentences were pointed with a

Hard Bargains for Latin-America. 

“Material interest’—a phrase much 
in use internationally of late in char- 
acterizing the attitude of foreign na- 
tions toward Mexico—frequently was 
employed by the president. He declar- 
ed the Latin-American republics long 
had suffered from the hard bargains 
foreed upon them by concessfondries 
seeking ‘material imterests’” in the 
countries affected.

The president’s speech was utiered 
with a confidence which bespoke the 
dominant part the United States ex- 
pects to play in the future of the Amer- 
ican republics. Not threugh any idea 
of “material intrest,” he carefully ex- 
plained, but through a love of the 
principle of constitutional liberty. 

“The United States will never again 
seek to obtain one additional foot of 


territory by conquest,” he declared 
amid applause. 


Mr. Wilson spent six busy hours in 
Mobile. He arrived early in the morn- 
ing and was taken jointly in hand by 
the members of the Southern Commer- 
cial congress and citizens of the city. 
He was breakfasted, driven about the 
city in an automobile, was given sight- 
seeing expedition in the harbor, and 
started back to Washington with 
cheers ringing about his special train.

The fallibility of 
human testimony and the irrevocable 
nature of the death penalty were cited 
by A. Gilstein, leader of the affirma- 
tive, as reasons why capital punish- 
ment should be abolished. 

S. Ruskin and M. Zaban made a 
creditable argument in favor of the 
death penalty, and all four speakers 
were commended for their work by the 
judges, Mr. Lefkroft, Milton Klein and 
Leonard J. Grossman. 

After the debate J. Levine gave a 
criticism of the meeting. Milton Klein 
delivered an address, following his 
unanimous election as an honorary 
member of the debating club. Attorney 
Grossman, director of the public speak- 
ing department of the alliance, an- 
nounced that he has been assured the 
co-operation of the Carnegie library in 
advancing the facilities in preparation 
of the arguments of members of the 
debating club.

NO PLOWSHARES FROM SWORDS. 

Germany is indirectly responsible for dis- 
couraging a movement that might have re- 
lieved the whole world from the staggering 
burden of armed preparedness. Recenthy 
Winston Spencer Churchill made overtures 
to the German admiralty looking to the sus- 
pension of naval construction activities on 
part of both England and Germany in 1914. 
The kKaiser’s government will not, it is un- 
derstood, even dignify the overtures by re- 
plying to them.

Whether the kaliser’s policy was 
actuated by prudence or fostered by the 
Krupp trust is immaterial. The main thing 
is that for the present at least Wilhelm has 
aligned himself against what may be termed 
official peace.

A STUDY IN CORN AS IT 
AFFECTS GEORGIA 


Since the day Jacob sent his sons down 
to Egypt to obtain a supply of corn, that 
cereal has not been so much talked about 
as within the past 
three years. It is now 
the theme of almost 
every tongue. 

The discussion of the 
subject, however, will 
not end in all talk. 
This has already been 
assured. There are, of 
course, extreme views 
on this subject as on 
all other subjects. ‘In 
the fullness of time, 
the happy mean will 
assert itself and all 
will be well. 

The corn 
always been held in 
high appreciation in 
Georgia. Corn has 
been planted each year, to the fullest extent 
possible, untoward conditions considered. 

When discussing the course pursued by 
Georgia and other cotton states in the mat- 
ter of a smaller corn acreage than would 
seem to be wise, and a larger cotton acreage 
than would seem to be prudent, the condi- 
tions referred to must not be lost sight of. 

Four decades ago, Georgia united with 
her sister southern states in producing more 
than one-third the corn.crop of the whole 
union. While working out that result, the 
south lived at home, prospered gloriously 
and made her cotton a surplus money crop. 

Oh, that was long ago, someone exclaims! 
True. It is also true that the farming meth- 
ods of those days, measured by actual re- 
sults, have yet to be surpassed, if, indeed, 
duplicated. If one be desirous to understand 
in its broadest and truest sense the word 
“diversification,” one must study the methods 
and results of that period. 

So much by way of introduction to a 
study in corn under existing conditions. 

In 1912, there were seven counties in this 
state that produced over one million bushels 
of corn, each. The quantity from 
1,030,000 1,349,000 bushels.

stock than either of the other counties. 

In the counties which made the smaller 
average yield per acre, with the exception of 
Emanuel, tenants were in charge of a large 
per centum of the farms. 

In Burke county a iarger quantity of 

fertilizer was used per acre than in Bulloch 
county, but Burke’s average yield of corn 
per acre was 7.8 bushels less than that of 
Bulloch. Note this fact: In Burke 82.8 per 
cent of farms were operated by tenants; in 
Bulloch, as previously stated, only 39.5 per 
cent. ., 
Farmers who worked their own farms, in 
the counties named, each used from 300 to 
350 pounds of high-grade fertilizer per acre, 
and their average vield of corn per acre 
ranged from 35 to 50 bushels. 

The question may be asked, why was it 
necessary that commercial fertilizer should 
be so exclusively used? The answer is, that 
wherever high-grade commercial fertilizer, 
adapted to the crops desired to be produced, 
is intelligently, 1. e. liberally applied, re- 
munerative results are invariably won. 

Why not stable manure? Because it is 
not available in sufficient quantity. 

It is a fact that, if all the excrement from 
all the milk cows, horses and mules in Geor- 
gia, in 1912, had been carefully husbanded, 
there would have been just enough to have 
applied one and four-fifths tons per acre to 
the entire acreage planted in corn and sown 
in oats and wheat that year. In the matter of 
plant food, that would have practically rep- 
resented less than two sacks of 10—-2—~92 
goods, of 200 pounds each, per acre. 

Every pound of farm manure should be 
saved and judiciously used in upbuilding the 
soil When one speaks of using stable 
manure, one contemplates an application of 
ten to twenty tons per acre. 


It Is true that a careful preparation of. 
the soil, good seed and systematic cultiva- 
tion are essential to profitable crop produc- 
tion, but these three factors, great and im- 
portant as they are, will be “as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal” without a lib- 
eral use of high-grade fertilizer to every 
acre proposed to be cultivated. 

Bear in mind the fact that the tenant, 
left to his own counsels and his own re- 
sources, is the man who discounts the possi- 
bilities of crop production in Georgia. He 
is the man who brings about the low aver- 
age yield of corn and cotton which sO 
seriously reflects on farming in Georgia.

The World’s Mysteries 


HOW DID TOM PAINE ESCAPE THE GUILLOTINE? 


Tom Paine, the English author and lib- 
eral thinker, as a writer is well known to 
Americans, and the good service the con- 
tributed to our country during the revo- 
lution is fully appreciated. Little, how- 


ever, is known of much of the life of Paine 
avroad, and especially during his residence 
in France. 

When Paine was indicted for treason in 
England he escaped to France and the first 
years he spent in that country form a cur- 
leus episode in his life. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica says “He incurred the suspicion 
of Robespierre, was thrown into prison. and 
escaped the guillotine by an accident.” What 
was this accidtnt? Appleton says that he 
was saved from execution by the efforts 
or John Adams. 

The story as told by 
“accident” is that when 
Visited the cells of the prisoners to mark 
those for execution the next day, Paine’s 
cuter door happened to be open, turned back 
On the wall. The turnkey marked it on the 
side next him, and hurried on; another 
turnkey came and shut it. No chalk mark 
was now visible and the executions’ went 
without Paine. 

Sampson Perry, a iournalist, who was 
also condemned, and had a cell adjoining 
Paine, said that the door of his and Paine’s 
cell swung on a swivel, which, by the least 
motion, would turn any way. It was a cus- 
tom to mark with red chalk the cells of 
those who were to be executed, and the 
turnkeys went round to seize them. The 
turnkey accidentally let Perry’s cell door 
swing back, the red mark was concealed and 
his cell passed unnoticed. Later in the day 
the turnkey came around again, was aston- 
ished to find Paine and Perry there, but 
before he could take any steps he was shot 
by an infuriated mob, who had burst open 
the prison and liberated the captives just as 
Kiobespierre was being led to the scaffold. 

Carlyle apparently toned down Perry's 
account, but even his reduced version is 
a tissue of absurdities. No chalking of the 
mentioned by any other prisoner. 
‘he Luxembourg and other buildings were 
rerely “houses of detention’ and prisoners 
were never taken from them to the scaffold. 

Had Robespierre lived, Paine, in all like- 
would have perished.

Paine’s own account of his escape is 
be found in the preface to the second part 
of his “Age of Reason.” He relates how at 
three, on New Year’s morning, in 1794, ne 
was arrested and taken to the Luxembourg; 
how on the way he contrived to call on 
Joel Barlow, how he was kindly treated by 
the keeper, Benoit, who, however, was son 
superseded, and how, on January 27, the 
American residents went in a body to the 
eonvention to solicit his release, but were 
told that he was an Englishman Dy birth. 

“About two months before the fall of 
Robespierre,” he wrote, “I was seized With a 
fever that in its progress had. every symp- 
tom of becoming mortal. I have some rea- 
sen to believe that this illness preser\.d 
my own existence. From what cause it wis 
that the intention of Robespierre was not 
put in execution I know not, and cannot in- 
form myself.” 

Illness, however, was no protection from 
the. guillotihe, but how is it that Patne, 
who in October, 1795, attributed his esca): 
to this cause, afterward gave a variation of 
Perry’s story? In a pamphlet published by 
him in 1802 he says: 

“When persons by scores and by hun- 
dreds were to be taken out of the prison 
fcr the guillotine, it was always done in 
the night, and those who performed thit 
office had a private mark or signal by 
which they knew what rooms to go to and 
what number to take. We, as I have Said, 
were four, and the door of oyr room was 
marked, unobserved by us, with that num- 
ber in chalk, but it happened, if ‘happen- 
ing’ ig the proper word, that the mark-was 
put on when the door was open and there- 
by came on the outside when we shut it 
at night, and the destroying angel passed 
by it.” 

The story of the door-chalking is no 
doubt fictitious. Even if there had been, 
Paine, on escaping in this way, would 
ecarcely have been left undisturbed for three 
weeks. Paine’s version is even more absurd 
than Perry’s, for Perry dates the escape on 
the eve of Robespierre’s fall when twenty- 
feur hours’ delay meant deliverance, where- 
as Paine dates it at a time when a day’s de- 
lay would have been unavailing. One asks 
in vain why Paine, after publishing at the 
time a true account of his imprisonment, 
gave, in after years, this utterly untrue ac- 
ccunt.

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TOBACCO

Tobacco is a weed which is raised at 
freat care and expense in the night-riding 
Ppertions of the United States and else- 
where, and is totally consumed by fire later 
on, there being no insurance. 

In fact, three-quarters of the arson in 
the world is committed upon tobacco. Every 
day a million dollars of tobacco goes up in 
smoke, and yet no effort is made to treat it 
with asbestos or to make it fireproof in any 
particular. Many substitutes for tobacco are 
often used, such as rope, cabbage, excelsior, 
tar paper, jute bagging and twine, but un- 
fortunately the substitutes burn as readily 
as the tobacco. 

In fact, this is even more unfortunate 
than the inflammability of tobacco itself. 

Tobacco is grown in the warm sunshine 
and consists of large.bunches of flat, broad 
leaves which absorb the said sunshine and 
convert it into’ nicotine, a deadly poison 
which is said to be able to kill a man at 
forty paces if it cared to. When the to- 
bacco is ripe it. is chopped off and dried in 
bundles, after which it is made into cigars, 
turches, fumigators, plug cut, 
snuff and other contagious articles. 

Tobacco was first used by the Indians 
and was discovered by Sir Walter Raleigna, 
who made seegars out of it and used them to 
divert his mind from his seasickness on his 
way back to England.

Mobile, Ala., October 27.—A busy six- 
hcur stay of President Wilson in Mo- 
bile, speeches by Majority Leader Os- 
car Underwood, Secretary of the Navy 
Josephus Daniels and many others, 
marked the opening of the seventh 
annual Southern Commercial congress 
here today. 

Delegmates {fom all 
south heard President Wilson utter 
distinctive statements of a new angle 
of the policy of the United States to- 
ward Latin-America, heard Mr. Under- 
wood advocate upbuilding of American 
merchant marine as the best method 
of gaining commerce believed to be 
due the south because of the opening 
of the Panama canal, and other speak- 
ers tell of the opportunity that awaits 
Dixie when the canal is opened to 
trade. 

The pregram early in the dav as far 
as it affected President Wilson was 
delayed and instead of the delegates 
hearing him speak tWice as had been 
Planned he delivered only one ad- 
dress, because of lack of time. The 
president let it be known that this ad- 
ministration. would look to moral rath- 
er than material interests for pacifying 
our southern neighbors and this stirred 
the delegates to a line of theught un- 
ex pected.

“Alnbama Did It.’’ 

As the late Senator Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, was one of the early advocates 
of a canal across the isthmus, Governor 
Emmet O’Neal, of Alabama, took for 
the slogan of his address introducing 
President Wilsen, “Alabama did it.” 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of Flor- 
ida, in his annual address told of what 
the congress had done in the past year 
and what was expected of it during 
the next. Among other speakers at the 
morning session was Congressman C, 
W. Taylor, of Alabama, who welcomed 
the delegates to Alabama. 

Immediately preceding Mr. Under- 
wocd at night was the address of Clar- 
ence Ousley,.of Fort Worth, Texas, who 
recited the enormous loss to the south- 
ern planter through waste in handling 
and marketing the cotton crop. He 
said this amount was about five dollars 
a bale or an estimated total cf $70.- 
000,000 this season. Methods of elimi- 
nating this waste already advocated 
were reiterated by him with the state- 
ment that this elimination would work 
as great a good to the south as what 
was expected of the opening of the 
canal. 

Underwood Urges Merchant Marine. 

Mr. Underwood emphasized the point 
that without shipping controlled by the 
United States this country never could 
gain the increase in trade it expected 
from the opening of the canal. He 
pointed out that now about 10 per cent 
of the material imported and export- 
ed into and from the United States 
was carried in American bottems. In 
fostering American shipping lay the 
chances of gain through opening 

the canal, said Mr. Underwood.

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PIG CLUB FOR BOYS 
IN SOUTHERN STATES 


Washington, October 27.—Organiza- 
tion of boys’ pig clubs in the southern 
states for the purpose of increasing 
the supply of pork and encouraging the 
breeding of good hogs is planned by 
the department of agriculture, it was 
announced today. Boys’ corn clubs and 
girls’ canning clubs already are estab- 
lished institutions In the south. 

Pig clubs already have been organi- 
zed in Alabama and Louisiana, the de- 
partment announces and a club organi- 
zation has been sterted-in Georgia. 
Agriculture officials believe it will be 
only a short time until every south- 
ern state will have a state boys’ pig 
club and offer prizes for the best 
results obtained. 

The idea of the organization start- 
ed with the Farmers’ Co-operative 
Demonstration branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and has been car- 
ried on with the co-operation of the 
animal husbandry division of the bur- 
eau of animal industry. The organi- 
zation is an associate development of 
the Boys’ Corn clubs, which have an 
Organization in every southern state 
and which have been the means of 
producing’ record-breaking yields of 
corn. The pig clubs, when thoroughly 
organized, will, it is expected, work 
hand in hand with the corn clubs. The 
boys of the latter will produce the corn 
and the boys of the newly organized 
association will see to it that the pigs 
are produced to consume the corn.

New York, October 27.—In a quiet, 
even way, stocks rose generally to- 
day. There was at no time a large 
volume of business, and the significant 
feature of the market was its steady 
strength without the driving power cf 
an insistent demand to sustain prices 
on the upturn. Many of the leading 
stccks gained a point or more. 

Reduction in the German bank rate 
from 6 - 5% per cent contributed 1.0 
the strength of the market. This 
change allaye d apprehension concert- 
ing money conditions abroad, and put 
an end to reports of another advance 
in the Bank of England’s rate. Atl- 
though a minimum discount rate_of 
5% per cent implies anything but easr 
money, redt iction at this time of the 
year is regarded as important. There 
was no material ehange in rates tor 
time money here, but call funds were 
held more firmly, a late flurry sending 
up the quotation to 4 per cent. 

The news from Mexico tended to reé- 
strict the volume of speculative trad- 
irg. The reported failure of the elec- 
tions yesterday caused traders to hold 
back pending the receipt of informa- 
ticn as to the titude of the Wash- 
ingto rovernment.
